Such  positions  are  filled  by  the  leaders  in  charge  of  the  work  in 
the  several  -western  States.  The  wages  paid  depend  on  the  experience  of 
the  individual,  who  is  required  to  furnish  the  necessary  camp  equipment 
and  two  horses,  or  an  automobile  instead  of  the  horses.  The  pelts  of 
all  animals  taken  are  Government  property  and  are  turned  in  to  the  lead¬ 
er  in  charge,  who  disposes  of  them  in  accordance  with  the  regulations.
